I have  the  honour  to  present  to 
you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st.  December  1965* 

This  report  v/ill  be  somewhat 

later  than  usual  in  reaching  you.  This  is  regrettable  but 
unavoidable  as  the  pressure  of  irork  never  seems  to  diminish 
and  of  necessity  the  Annual  Report  has  a relatively  low  priority. 

There  is  much  new  legislaticn 

affecting  the  Public  Health  Department  all  of  which  has  to  be  read 
and  digested  so  that  your  officer  can  advise  the  Council.  With 
this  in  mind  your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  listed  in  his  report, 
the  new  legislation  published  during  1965* 

The  number  of  births  during  the 
year,  at  98 > lov/er  than  in  the  year  I964  when  there  were  111. 

I do  not  feel  however  that  there  is  any  statistical  significance  in 
this  and  the  figures  for  I966  v/ill  probably  show  a substantial 
increase.  The  Death  Rate  fell  from  98  in  I964  to  64  in  1965>  and. 
the  corrected  death  rate  is  10.608.  This  is  a very  satisfactory 
situation  in  that  the  live  births  exceed  deaths  by  34 > and  this  is 
unuoual  for  the  size  of  the  district.  It  is  also  very  satisfactory 
that  there  v/ere  no  neonatal  deaths  during  the  year. 

As  in  previous  years  I have  included 
my  Annual  Report  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee.  In  October  1965 
a Health  advisory  service  for  the  elderly  was  startd  in  Macclesfield 
and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  this  service  to  Bollington  at  an  early  date. 
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Lastly  it  gives  me  great  . 

satisfaction  to  report  to  you  that  (in  contrast  to  all  my 
previous  /uinual  Reports  ) work  commenced  during,  .the 

year  on  the  individual  and  detailed  inspections  necessary  in 
preparing  to  represent  to  you  a slxim  clearance  area  of  45 
properties.  This  area  has  required  attention  for  many  years 
and  I hope  that  now  being  cstorted  it  will  he  a continuing 
programme  to  clear  all  the  area  of  old  houses  with  inherent 
defects,  that  still  exist  in  the  Urban  District, 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman 

and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  the 
help  they  have  given  to  me  throughout  the  year,  and  also  the 
Officers  and  Members  of  the  other  Departments  for  their  help 
and  co-operation  so  readily  given.

The  population  of  the  Division  has  increased  to  45 >240  and  I was 
glad  to  have  an  additional  Health  Visitor  appointed  to  cover  the  Upton  Priory 
Estate, 


The  report  as  a whole  shows  how  the  work  in  the  division  is  steadily 
increasing  but  I v/ould  particularly  mention  two  clinics.  Firstly,  in  October  a 
Cytological  Clinic  was  established  for  the  early  detection  of  Cancer  of  the 
Cervix  and  has  so  far  been  working  successfully.  Secondly,  a Health  Advisory 
Service  was  also  commenced  in  October  and  the  initial  results  are  very  encouraging, 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  of  those  voluntary  vrarkers 
who  have  assisted  the  department  in  many  ways,  and  also  the  officers  and  staff  of 
the  District  Council  Departments  for  their  co-operation  and  help.  Lastly,  I v/ould 
like  to  thank  my  own  office  staff  w/ho  are  affected  by  the  increased  work  of  the 
different  sections  and  who  have  wrorked  extremely  hard  during  the  year.

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SECTION  28  PREVENTION  OF  ILLI-TSSS,  GARB  AND  KFTSR  CARE

(c)  Work  and  manual  skills  have  shov/n  great  progress  because  of  daily 
practise. 

(d)  The  Trainees  have  a less  conspicuous  social  demeaner  when  walking, 
talking  and  dining  and  their  dress— sense  has  much  improved,  they  are  me 
conscious  of  hov;  others  see  them. 

These  improvements  are  a great  encouragement  for  our  future  aims  and 
aspirations,  for  we  feel  this  is  only  the  beginning.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Service  in  Macclesfield  and  Bollington  during 
the  year  19^5 • 


Services  for  the  mentally  disordered  in  the  community  have 
continued  to  gather  momentum  over  the  past  year  and  pressures  of  demand  on 
the  Mental  v^elfare  Officer,  in  a society  which  is  daily  becoming  more  aware  of 
the  therapeutic  value  of  the  community  services  requires  increasing  effort  and 
up-to-date  knowledge  and  skill. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officer  is  recognised  as  the  right  hand  of 
the  family  doctor  when  dealing  with  the  mentally  disordered  in  the  community. 

Of  equal  importance  is  the  close  contact  and  liaison  with  the  hospital  services, 
which  are  essential  to  the  recovery  and  rehabilitation  of  these  persons  who 
require  psychiatric  attention  and  possible  hospitalization. 

Regretably  the  return  to  home  life  of  some  patients  is 
obtructed  by  the  attitude  of  relatives,  friends  and  employers,  whose  memories 
can  only  conjure  up  pictures  of  the  difficult,  aggressive  or  perhaps  hostile 
behaviour  exhibited  by  the  patient  prior  to  admission.  The  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  with  his  casework  knowledge  and  skill,  acts  as  guide  and  counsellor 
to  all  concerned,  helping  them  to  adjust  and  accept  . 

Because  of  this  process  of  education  and  sup  ortive  help  more 
and  more  persons  are  returning  to  normal  home  life  and  full  employment,  thus 
making  their  contribution  to  the  affluence  of  the  nation. 

The  Macclesfield  and  District  Therapeutic  Social  Club,  (The 
Bridge  Club)  continues  to  go  from  st-.rength  to  strength.  Meetings  at  weekly 
intervals  are  held  on  Monday  evenings  in  the  Adult  Training  Centre,  and  there 
are  at  present  I90  members  with  an  average  weekly  attendance  of  approximately 
thirty . 


Much  local  interest  has  been  obvious  over  the  past  year  and  I 
appreciate  the  kind  effort  of  all  concerned,  with  particular  reference  to  the 
•Samaritans’  and  the  ladies  of  the  Toc.H.  Y^ho  have  givon  so  much  of  their  valuable 
free  time  on  Club  nights.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  demonstration  of  local 
appreciation  of  the  club’s  value  was  shown  on  the  occasion  of  the  Bridge  Club 
Coffee  Morning,  which  was  held  on  Saturday,  6th  November,  when  more  than  £90  was 
raised  for  club  funds.  On  this  occasion  we  were  priviliged  and  honoured  to  be 
favoured  with  the  attendance  of  the  Mayoress  of  Macclesfield,  Mrs.  J.V.G.  Hope. 

Her  attendance  served  to  underline  the  spontaneous  and  generous  response  to  our 
appeal  for  help  by  so  many  local  shop-keepers  and  industrialists, 
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As  regards  the  staff  of  No, 7.  Macclesfield  amd  Congelton  Area 
(which  includes  Bollington)  they  have  faced  up  to  the  ever  increasing  pressures 
over  the  year  with  unfailing  loyalty  and  to  them  I owe  my  sincere  thanks. 

To  the  CHiairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Health  Committee, 

Dr.  Arnold  Brown,  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr,  Plews  Divisional  Medical  Officer,

General. 

The  majority  of  dwellinghouses  in  the  district  are  connected 
to  the  public  sewer,  and  treatment  of  sewage  is  undertaken  at  the 

Council’s  Lowerhouse  sewage  disposal  works.  The  Council  have  long 
realised  the  inadequacy  of  these  works  and  were  advised  some  years 
ago  by  their  Consulting  Engineers  that  large  scale  improvements  to 
cope  with  the  large  volumes  of  trade  effluent,  which  industrial 
firms  were  being  pressed  by  the  River  Board  to  discharge  intc the 
sewer  instead  of  brook  courses,  could  not  be  recommended  because 
of  the  technical  problems  of  satisfactorily  dealing  with  too  high 
a proportion  of  trade  effluent. 

Accordingly,  negotiations  have  continued  ©ver  several  years 
with  the  operators  of  Industrial  premises  in  Bollington  and  with 
the  Macclesfield  Corporation,  to  finalise  a scheme  v/hereby  the 
existing  Lowerhouse  sewerage  works  would  be  abandoned  and  all 
domestic  sewage  and  trade  effluent  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  for 
treatment  at  the  Macclesfield  Corporation  Butley  Sewage  Works, 

By  the  end  of  19^5  it  was  clear  that  the  scheme  would 
proceed. 

In  1962  the  Council  agreed  to  bear  the  whole  cost  of  emptying 
domestic  septic  tanks  in  the  district,  utilising  the  vehicle  owned 
by  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  Councrl.  During  196^,  12 
tanks  were  emptied,  at  a total  cost  to  the  Council  of  £29  . 5 •

SAMPLING. 

Ice  Cream  12  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  all  were  reported 
upon  as  within  the  provisional  Bacteriological  Grade  1. 
ill  Ik.  Supplies  - Brucella  Abortus. 

The  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  in  the  district  is 
undertaken  by  the  County  Council  Health  Department,  which 
is  the  licensing  authority  for  bottling  and  dealers 
establishments  under  the  IVIilk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations.  The  resulls  of  the  sampling  are  recieved 
from  the  County  Officers.  No  evidence  was  found  during 
the  year  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  Ministry  od  Agriculture *^3 
eradication  programme  for  tuberculosis,  the  County 
Council  has  turned  itd  atbention  to  the  incidence  of 
brucellosis  in  milk.  Brucella  organisms  are

destroyed  by  heat  treatment  of  milk,  but  their  presence 
in  raw  milk  can  produce  undulant  fever  in  humans.  Y/here 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  these  organisms  is  demonstrated 
in  routine  saniling  immediate  action  is  set  in  motion  to 
isolate  the  affected  cow  (so  to  prevent  the  milk  being  sold 
in  its  raw  state  ) 

The  following  table  summarises  the  work  of  the  County 
Council  in  respect  of  sampling  for  the  presence  of  Brucella 
Abortus  in  the  milk  supplies  of  the  district.

FOOD  PRggSES.

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  district. 
During  the  year  progress  was  made  in  efforts  to  reduce  the 
industrial  smoke.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  one  particularly 
persistent  offender  installed  a further  boiler  which 
considerably  reduced  the  excessive  load  on  the  single  boiler. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  Council  has  an  obligation  to  inspect  their  district  for 
infestations  of  rats  and  mice  and  to  carry  out  the  treatment 
for  their  extermination  on  their  o’wn  properties.  A part-time 
Rodent  Operator  is  employed  for  these  purposes,  who  also 
undertakes  the  treatment  of  vermin  at  private  dwelling  houses 
free  of  charge  and  at  business  premises  at  the  expense  of  the 
occupiers.  Several  of  the  larger  industrial  premises  and  a 
few  farms  are  serviced  under  annual  contracts. 

The  total  nUnber  of  properties  inspected  for  infestations  as 
a result  of  notification  was  134  the  number  inspected 
during  the  course  of  survey  v/as  587 •
